The wire Is put on by a epeclal ma- 


chine Invented for the purpose* which 
la in fact, an automatic tester of the 
wire at the same time, detecting any 
flaws and weak places in the metal. 
The plates forming the central tube are 
brought from the mill 808 inches long, 
twenty-six Inches wide and about the 
same thickness as the wire— one-sev- 
enth of an Inch. These plates are cut 
diagonally across BO as to form two 
plates of trapezoidal cross-section, four 
and a half Inches wide at one end and 
twenty-one and a. halt wide at tji« 
other.

Roy Brom, confessed murderer, and 


William H. La Trassc, confessed high- 
way robbed, broke their way out of 
their cell in Central police station at 
11.30 
o'clock last night and escaped, 


says the St Joe News. 
They are both 
still at large. 


They 
secured 
their 
liberty by 


wrenching and loosening one of the 
bars in the top of cell No. 4, in which 
they were confined. 
This 7nade an 


aperture nine inches wide and nearly 
two feet high through which they 
crawled from the top cot of the cell. 
Going around through passageway at 
the rear of the cells, they went through 
the stable, then to the street, and made 
good their escape. 
Sergeant Gibson and the patrolmen 


on station duty were just twenty feet 
from the cell during all the time that 
the men were working to loosen trie 
bar and while they 
were creeping 


through the paved 
coiridor to the 


stable, but the door leading into the 
station room was 
closed and they 


knew nothing of the jail breaking un- 
til fully fifteen minutes later. Then 
Patrolmen Campbell noticed the loos- 
ened bar while walking around through 
the corridor. He notified

Gibson and it \\as soon found that the 
prisoners htid escaped. 


Search for the Fugitives, 


Immediately every officer on duty 
was notified of the escape of the men 
and given complete descriptions of 
them. The detectives were all pressed 
into duty arid several searching part- 
ies sent out. Sergeant Gibson put a 
patrolman on duty at the desk and 
going to the Burlington yards with a 
number of officers, got a handcar and 
i an It to the waterworks, where they 
laid All night, watching the outgoing 
freights for Brom and La Trasse 


Several parties of officers 
secured 
rigs and horses and went to the north, 
south, east, and west outskirts of the 
city, in the hope of intercepting the 
men Off hers were detailed to all the 
railroad stations and every passenger 
that passed through the gates to a 
train was carefuly 
scrutinized, but 


without result. 


Up till noon today the men had not 


been captured. Detective* and patrol- 
men are scouring the city, but so far, 
they have secured no tangible clue to 
the whereabouts of the men. One man 
repotted to the police this morning 
that he had seen them going east on 
Francis street, near Seventh, but when 
given a description of the men he said 
that the men he had seen did not ^ally 
with them.

Brom was arrested Monday night by 


Detectives Ryan and Beauchamp, on a 
telegram from Decatur, 111., asking that 
he be detained on a charge of murder. 


Brown Saw Them Going. 
An examination of the bent bar this 


morning shows that it was loosened 
so*, that it could be lifted out of Its 
lower socket. Then it was bent back, 
leaving a hole through which a man 
could rmss with ease. 
They were seen making their escape 


by Brown, the leader of the gang of 
which La Trasse was a member, and 
upon whom he had "squealed." Brown 
was startled when he first saw t*ie 
men as they passed his cell and spoke 
to them. La Trasse motioned to him 
with an angry gesture to be silent 
but Brown, rankling with a fleslre for 
revenge upon La Trasse, whose con- 
fession had made a term in prison 
possible for him,' shouted for the offi- 
cers in the other room as loud as he 
cculrt The door was shut and they 
did not hear. 
. Brom is of a wild disposition and 
has been given to roaming about the 
country, beating his way on freight 
trains, for the past four years. 
He 


comes of a good family. His mother 
lives at 1022 Francisi street, and he 
has a brother, Louis Brom, also In St, 
Joseph. The brother Is employed in a 
down town livery stable. 


Brom's mother sent him a package 


of laundry, containing shirts and other 
clothing, yesterday afternoon. 
These 


were found strewn on one of the bunks 
in the cell after the escape was dis- 
covered. 
At first

was thought 


that 
a file 
or 
other' tool 
was 


smuggled in to the men in this bun- 
dle, but an examination of the bent 
bar shows that no tool whatever was 
xised on the bar. 
The men picked 
out the bar that had the 
smallest 


flange at the botto mand wrenched It 
loose by main force. 
Another bar, on 


the south side of the cell is slightly 
bent, and it appears as If the men had 
first tried to make an escape from that 
side of the cell.

Escape From the Holdover. 
This is the second escape that 
has 
been made from the same jail, and al- 
most identical in every particular was 
the first. 
It happened ten years ago, 


when Pat, or "Red" Murray as he was 
more familiarly known to the police, 
broke out a bar that was similarly sit-

Mr. John Mitchell, president of the 
United Mine Workers, was in. Louis- 
ville recently trying; to settle a, dis- 
pute between the miners and oper- 
ators of western Kentucky and avert 
a strike. While tliere he addressed 
an audience In theV council chamber, 
which'included maw union mm In, 


other lines than mining and business 
men who were curious to hear the 
noted labor leader speak.. f£ the be- 
ginning Mr.' Mitchell said he was al- 
ways glad to talk to men who were 
honestly trying to bring about an ad- 
justment of differences between capital 
and labor. Hn said he believed in the 
organization of capital as well as la- 
bor, and that the Imterests of both 
sides were promoted by the -organiza- 
tion of both. Continuing, he said: 
"It has always been my experience 


that in every strike both sides get 
licked. I believe In the right to strike 
and I also believe In the right of the 
employer to lock out his men. There 
may come a time when the workman 
can maintain his standing and self- 
respect 
only -by striking and so a 


time may come when the same con- 
ditions require the employers to lock 
out the men. I think, though, that 
a strike is the last weapon which 
should be used, and that It should be 
used then only after -all efforts for a 
peaceful settlement have failed. 
I 


heartily favor a strike where neces- 
sary, ^but I think nothing should be 
left undone 
strike."

It has always been my experience 


that in every case both sides get lick- 
ed," Is a significant statement to come 
from one of the foremost labor lea'1- 
ers ot the trme. It was an original 
and unique way to saying that In his 
opinion neither side in a labor contro- 
versy gained as much by a strike as 
they could have done by conciliation 
and compromise. Strikes usually end 
in compromises in which both sides 
made concessions which, If made at 
the beginning, would probably have 
prevented the strike and all its loss- 
es 
Mr. Mitchell's 
experience has

alike he says that In every strike "both 
sides get licked." 
War has b^en called the last argu- 


ment of kings. A strike is war. The 
world is coming to believe that war 
with its tremendous destruction of life 
and property, and the concomitants 
that make it hell, Is unnecessary and 
could be prevented by arbitration. If 
\\ar why not strikes, in which, as Mr. 
Mitchell says, both sides get licked?—

BEST WAY TO1 PLANT TREES. 


Certain Rules Should Be Followed Gen- 


erally Unknown to Novice. 


According to a veteran nurseryman, 


"planting trees" and "setting them out" 
are generally understood to mean the 
same thing, but there Is a difference. 
The exnert knows 
there are certain 


rules that govern the life of a newly 
planted tree. 
The novice doesn't know 


and he simply sets the tree in a hole, 
shovels In the dirt and trusts to luck 
and Providence to do the rest. In set- 
ting out trees the holes should be dug 
large enough to spread the roots out 
in their natural positions. If the soil 
or the subsoil Is clayly, sandy or poor, 
some good soil should be thrown into 
the hole — five or six inches deep, at 
least — on which the tree roots should 
be placed. Then shovel on a little fine 
dirt at a time, gently working the tree 
up and down, so as to sift It well among 
the small roots. A's soon as the roots 
are covered pack the 
earth with the 


feet, being careful not to bruise the 
bark of the tree. Do not set the tree 
any deeper In the groijtld than It was 
before. 
Before planting take a sharp knife 


and cut off all bruised or broken root 
extremities. The tree should also be 
trimmed or. as it is termed, "cut back" 
— that is, the long branches should be 
shortened a foot or more, according to 
their grcwth. Pile up the earth around 
the tree a litle higher than the sur- 
rounding surface. Do not do this In a 
conical shape, but level Jt off, otherwise 
the rains will run off and the newly 
planted tree will not receive sufficient 
moisture. After a while'the earth will 
settle even with the surface. Never 
put on so ,little dirt that' there will be 
depressions around the tree trunks to 
gather and hold water. 
In the coun- 


try the aim, is as far as possible, to set 
out trees whose products will be valu- 
aj>le, such as fruit and nut trees. Such 
trees are attractive in foliage and thus 
possess both beauty and utility. 
They 


are far greater value than trees which 
are prized only for their handsome ap- 
pearance.

HOLDEN ON SEED CORN. 


Calls Attention to Some Common Er- 
rors Concerning It. 


Prof. P. G. Holden, agronomist of 
Iowa college of agriculture, Ames, la., 
has just issued bulletin 77, "Selecting 
and Preparing Seed Corn." This con- 
tain! valuable Instruction for practi- 
cal farmers. 
The conclusions are: 


1. That It Is not advisable to harvest 


Immature corn and place In a warm 
room, as there is danger that the corn 
will begin to germinate as a result of 
the moisture and warmth. 


2. That corn 
Intended for 
seed 
shpuld be allowed to thoroughly ma- 
ture on the Btalk before husking. 
3. That the best results are obtained 


when stored In a dry and thoroughly 
ventilated place. 


4. That cold does not Injure the vi- 
tality of corn when It is thoroughly 
dried and kept dry, but, on the other 
hand, if allowed to gather moisture, 
freezing will reduce the vitality and 
may destroy it entirely. 


5. That it Is unwise to store seed 


ccrn in barrels or boxes, as it will 
gather moisture, even though It ap- 
pears to be thoroughly dry. This Is 
especially true during the fall and 
winter months. 
The one thing that 
seems to be the most essential In the 
storing of seed corn in thorough ventil- 
ation. 


6. It is very important that we de- 


pend upon home-grown seed corn for 
the main part of the crop, and not up- 
on Imported seed. 


7. That we should select ears of corn 
for seed which have kernels of 
as 
nearly uniform size and shape as pos- 
sible, otherwise It • will be Impossible 
to secure an even stand with any plan- 
ter. 


8. Do not fail to test the planter

regularly the number of kernels re- 
quired In each hill. 


9. Test the vitality or' germinating

ed from seedmen, insist on having it 
shipped to you in the car, either- in 
crates or barrels. 
11. All of this work, that is, the test- 


ing of the vitality," the 'sorting, the 
"shelling and the testing of the Banter 
should be done before planting time. 
If you put off till the hurry of spring 
work is upon us, there Is danger that 
it will not be done at all.

The shooting occurred at Mrs. Ens- 


man'w home at the end of West North 
street. 
The house is 
located in a 


field at the end of the street. 
After 


the shot was fired Mrs. Erisman ran 
to the house of Frank Roby and was 
followed by her son-in-law, Pete Cun- 
iff, and her three children 
There was 


quite a stir In .the neighborhood as 
Mrs. Erisman screamed when her hus- 
band attacked her. 
She was not hurt 


much but had a narrow escape from 
being: killed. 


Tried to Kill. 


Erisman deliberately tried to kill his 


wife and would have succeeded, but 
just as he fired the shot Cuniff struck 
krisman's hand so the shot went over 
Mrs. 
Erlsman's head. 
Her face was 


burned by the powder. 


Erisman and his wife have not been 
\ing together. 
They weie separated 


and Mrs. Erisman had the children and 
the man has been jjaying $4 a week to 
help support the children. 
He has 


also been in the habit of coming to 
the house each Sunday to see the child- 
ren. 
When he ai rived last Sunday he 


v as asked for the $4 by his wife and 
ho said he did not have the money. 
This led to trouble and the man and 
his wife talked matters over. 
They 


were in a room alone and Cuniff walk- 
ed in just •> as Erisman drew his re- 
volver and shot, but CuniffXwas in time 
to pi event Mrs. Erisman from being hit 
by 'the bullet. 
It jg thought by the 


police that Erisman intended to kill his 
wife and himself. 


The police have learned that Erisman 


has been threatening his wife and 
that he followed her one night with the 
evident intention of harming her, but 
did not succeed. 


Gave Himself Up. 


Eilsman left the house after he fired 


the shot and walked away. 
The police 


weie notified and with some of the 
sheriff's officers started a search. They 
learned that the man had gone In the 
dnectlon of the St. Louis bridge. Dep- 
uty Sheriff Hendrloks 'and Policeman 
Marshall learned of a man who an- 
sevvered the description going across 
the bridge and to the woods along the 
river. 
They made a search, but it 


proved to be the wrong man.
